THE ELECTION IN WASHINGTON,
Taw exciting eontest for the Mayoralty of
Washington city resulted yesterday in the
clection of Emery, reform Republican, over
Bowen, the regular Republican nominee, by
about three thousand majority, and the
political control of the national capital is thus
lost by the Republican organization. While
this defeat is cansed primarly by dissensions
in the Republican party, there is little doubt
that these dissensions are due, in a large mea-
gure, to the general belief of the ecitizens of
Washington that Bowen, the regunlar nomines,
is a fair representative of the insatiable race of
cormorants who are rapidly dragging the IRe.
publican party to destruction. He is distin.
guished mainly by his inordinate thirst of
office (two or three lunorative positions being
usually necessary to gratify his ravenons am-
bition), and by his proclivity to run the city
government in his individual interest. No
party which habitnally panders to such
swinish schemers can hope for permanent
success, and the Republican organization
in Pennsylvania, in Philadelphia, and in all
other portions of the Union should head the
leason tanght at Washington yesterday if it
wishes to escape a crushing defeat. Managers
of partisan conventions should remember
that old issues are well-nigh dead and buriad,
and that they can no longer foist rapaciens
rascals into posts of honor and profit on the
glrength of their alleged Republicanism,
The result in Washington confirms the lesson
tanght by the late eleetion in New York, that
the rank and file of the Republican party can
no longer be uniformly rallied in
support of every fticket that may be
presented, and that the overpower-
ing dread of Democratic sway which
formerly animated its legions has perished
with the causes that produced it. The leaders
of the Democracy, chastened by innumerable
defeats, are at last learning to keep their
odious heresies in the background, and there
can be but one result to a square fight on the
question whether Republican corruptionists
and imbeciles are to be kept in office. No
transparent professions of loyalty cin per-
manently screen knavery, rapacity, and offi-
cial mismanagement from a terriﬁt popular
rebuke. Oandidates will hereafter be judged
by their character and capacity rather than
their professions of principle; and if nomi-
nating conventions do not exercise a nice dis-
crimination, Republican voters will discharge
this duty at the polls.

THE STATE CENTRAL COMMITTEE
AND THE CAMPAIGN OF (870,
Avr the signs of the times point to a very
lively contest next fallin the election for
members of Congress and of the State Legis-
lature. Owing to the utter failure of the
present Congress to appreciate the require-
ments of the people in favor of financial re-
forms, in the abolition of the income tax, the
lessening of taxation, the funding of the
debt, and other matters of this nature
demanding immediate eonsideration,
there will 'a doubtless many changes
made by the nominating conventions, Tha
Republicans of this State are in alarge majo-
rity, but there is so much disgust manifestad
at the do-nothing policy of Congress that our
friends must be up and doing if they want to
keep down the rising strength of the free-
traders at Washington. It is a notorions fact
that the Free Trade League is buying a con-
trolling interest in the stock of all the news-
papers it can reach, and in the Northwest
particularly they are making great protress.
Here in Pennsylvania, the stronghold of pre-
tection, we must present an unbroken front
and carry the State by a large majority,
This is necessary for the morale of the party
after the recent New York election, What
we want is a thorough organization of the
political elements of the State, and a live cam-
paign. Last year the State Committes did little
or nothing till September. That @5 antirely
too late. We had no State Convention this
spring, and therefore the conduct of the eam-
paign will fall to the State Central Committes
elected by the Philadelphia Convention of
1869. This body should be got together af
onice and inangurate & vigorous war upon the
enemy. Let Mr. Covode, then, call his com-
mittee together withiout delay, If the cam-
paign is conducted by districts there will be
no concert of action. There must be n State
canvass, and & thorough one. There is some
falk of a sort of natioual cawpaign beiug
conducted under the leadership of & commit-
tec of Congress. The wembers of that body
will have enough to do to take care of thewm-
gelves, and they have nothing whatever to do
with conducting the canvassin this Stats,
That duty belongs to the Btate Central Com-

ASPARAGUS IN SEASON,—A French paper givea
gome seasonable information with regard to aspa-
ragus. This vegetable grows wild 1n France, and
may even now be gathered In the Bols de Vincennes
and other French forests, The wild asparagus is
long, thin, and green all through, and has a slightly
acid but sgrecable taste, It was first cnltivated
nearly a hupdred years ago by a well-known hortl.
onlturist, Louis Therault. He was at once strongly
impresssed with the diMiculty since felt of rearing
asparagus successfully, and declared thatin order
to preduce i gond result the watchfulness of a parent
and the skill of a physician are needed by the yonng
plants, They require above all thingsp'cnty of sun-
shine, and seem o acknowledge thel Zaliona
Ly pushing up their shoota towards tho rising sun,
Most of the asparagus eaten in Paris 8 grows at
Argenteuil. Three sorts are caltivated there, the
early, intermediate, and late. The early variety
comes up about the 25th of March; it then costs 10
fraucs the bundle of twenty stalks, The firat
bundle generally appears on the Emperor's table,
The vory largest stalks cost from 40 to 60 francs.
Besldes tne Argenteull asparagus, the consamption
of which greatly increases year by year, Paris I8 sap-
plied with asparagus from the south. This (s long
and green, has a fine flavor, and requires very
little cooking, but is not much appreclated by the
arisiens,
